


To the Honorable He Ae We. Skeen, 


Judge of the Circuit Court of Lee County, Virginia: 


Your orator, Re EB. Litton, states unto the court as fol- 
lows: 

That heretofore, to-wit, on the leth day of December, 1865, 
one Frank Richmond for a good and valuable consideration executed 
and delivered to your orator a writing under seal, by which he, the 
said Richmond, promised to pay to your orator one day after the date 
of said instrument the sum of $710.61, together with interest from 
the said last named date until the said money was paid, which writing 
ig filed herewith as part hereof, marked Exhibit 1; that immediate- 
ly after the execution of the said writing, the said Richmond paid 
to your orator one watch, which by agreement was received by your 
orator es and for the sum of $50.00, and also at the same time paid 
to your orator the additional sum of $50.00, but that the said Rich- 
mond has not paid any other or further sums on account of the saad 
writing whatsoever, and the whole thereof, together with interest, 
subieet to the credits aforesaid, is due and unpaid; that the afore- 
said claim of your orator is just, and that your orator is entitled 
to and ought to recover the said sum of $710.61, together with in- 
terest from the 13th day of December, 1885, subject to the credit of 
$100.00 as before stated; 

That the said Frank Richmond at the time th 


wag executed lived in the State of Virginia, as did your orator, and 


that the said writing was made and executed in the State of Virginia; 


that shortly after the said writing was executed, the said Richmond 
left the State of Virginia, and has ever since been absent therefrom, 
and is now a non-resident of the State of Virginia, 

That one Minerva T. Lane recently died intestate, and one 
He CG. T. Richmond has been duly appointed and has qualified in the 
Circuit Court of Lee County as the administrator of the estate of 
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the said Minerva Te Lane; that the said Minerva T. Lane was at the 
time of her death seized and yvossessed of valuable personal and real 
estate situated in Lee and Wise Counties, Virginia, and in Morris- 
town, Tennessee; that she, the said Minerva IT. Lane, left the foi- 
lowing brothers and sisters and heirs at law, namely: the said He 
Ce T. Richmond, J. Be Richmond, the said Frank Richmona, Rebecca 
Harris, the children and heirs at law of M. De Richmond, deceased, 
Hetty Edmonds, the children of William Richmond, deceased, and the 
children of Mary Beattie, deceased; that is to say, the said Frank 
Richmond inherited, and is now the owner of, an undivided one-eighth 
interest in and to the personal property and real estate left Wy 
he said Minerva Te Lane as aforesaide 

Now the object of this suit is to attach the estate of 
Frank Richmond, situated in Lee and Wise Counties, Virginia. 2nd es= 
pecially his interest or share in the estate of the said Minerva Te 
Lane, deceased, both real and personal, and to subject the same to 
the payment of your orator's debt as aforesaid. 

Wherefore your orator prays that the said Frank Richmond 
and H. @. Te Richmond, Administnatoer on the estate of Minerva T. 
Tane, deceased, be made parties defendant to this bill and be re- 
quired to answer the same, but answer under oath is hereby expressly 
waived; that an attachment issue against the estate of the said Frank 
Richmond, situated in the Counties of Lee and Wise, Virginia, and 
that the said estate be subjected to your orator's claim, that the 
said He Ce T. Richmond, Administrator as aforesaid, be compelled 
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as soon as practicable to settle the accounts of the said estate oi 


Minerva Te Lane, deceased, and to pay éver to your orator the said 


Frank Richmond's part thereof or enough thereof to satisty your or-= 
ator's claim, and that the said real estate of the id Prank Rich- 
mond be sold for the satisfaction thereof; that an order of publi- 
ation be made against the said Frank Richmond and posted and pube- 
lished as reg sd by law, and for such other, further and general 
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relief as the nature of the case may require and to equity may seem
